THE CAMP TO THE FORE 


Tonopah Ha* In Two Years Become a 


Graft Mining Town 


A little more than two year* ago 


there, was nothing where Tonopah now 
stands. 
It was about the last of 


August, 1900, that J. L. Butler located 
the Hlzpah, Sand Grass, Red Plume, 
Buckboard, Burro, Desert Queen, Sil- 
ver Top and Valley View claims, where 
croppings appeared on the surface, 
but it was not until tlwfeUowlng year 
that active work was done. During 
the summer of 1901 a number of leases 
(over sixty In number) on portions of 
the group were given, some of whom 
commenced taking out ore from the 
surface. 
These leases expired Janu- 


ary 1, 1902, and were all verbal. From 
these leases up to January 1, 1902, 
came a large production, which gave 
Tonopah its first fame. 
Meantime, In 


July, 1901, Butler had sold to Philadel- 
phia 
people 
for $336,000, receiving 


$50,000 cash—all of the balance was 
paid from the royalties from the leases. 
On January 1, 1902, the purchasers 
took possession and the new regime 
with Its systematic development be- 
gan. 


The Immediate country Is covered 


with an eruptive rock, the older for- 
mation showing In but a few places, 
on one of which Butler located these 
properties. 
At first it seems to have 


been the Impression that the entire 
mineralized area was confined to these 
claims. 
Nevertheless, all of the sur- 


rounding territory was 
located and 


companies were formed to explore the 
outside territory. The Tonopah Min- 
ing Company has not merely one ledge, 
and one mine, but a system of veins 
and ledges. 
The Tonopah 
Fraction 


Company, the Salt Lake Company, the 
Montana Tonopah Company, the Miz- 
pah Extension Company, the Tonopah 
Belmont Company, all report having 
found ore. 
Many more companies are 


sinking in all directions, and farther 
and farther away, and gradually the 
working area is extending. These com- 
panies, are as a rule, will financed. 
The great problem at present is the 
treatment of the ore. 


The cost of shipping to smelters and 


treatment charges Is greater than the 
estimated cost of treating it on 
the 


ground will be—but this latter requires 
that water 
and 
electric power be 


brought in at an expenditure of 
a 


large amount of capital. 
There was 


a time when this looked serious, be- 
cause of the great amount of money 
necessary to be spent to bring in the 
power and sufficient water for milling, 
but as more ore was opened up the 
difficulty grew less, until now it is but 
a quesf'on of how soon. The T'onopah 
Company has proceeded chrefully with 
what has seemed to some a too slow 
and 
careful policy, shipping 
only 


enough to meet expenses while devel- 
oping. The town, like all mining camp 
towns, not only has kept pace with 
the development of the mines, but is & 
little ahead of them—it is now a town 
of about 4000 people, with plenty of 
good water for domestic purposes, an 
electric light plant, water works, two 
newspapers, a stock exchange, good 
hotels, stable, banks, and with healthy 
and salubrious climate. 


Two railroads are being surveyed, 


and two companies are in the field 
with promises of water for all pur- 
poses and electric power lines. 
The 


neighboring camps are Ray, 12 miles, 
with a mine shipping; Gold Mountain, 
6 miles out, with at least one prop- 
erty with shipping ore: and Hanna- 
pah. Lone Mountain, und several oth- 
ers, all having more or less showing. 
But It would seem that Ray, Gold 
Mountain and Lone Mountain are of 
the most importance.

Terrible Accident Occurred at 


mid Early Yesterday

It is said that "Chich" Johnson was 


In the bottom of the shaft. The blaz- 
ing timbers fell down on him and he 
was probably killed by them striking 
him or was burned to death. 


D. W. Cutts drove In from the mine 


yesterday and Informed Coroner Up- 
dike of the tragedy. 
He left imme- 


diately accompanied by Mr. Norcross 
and Mr. Cutts. 


Until they return It will be impos- 


sible to give any details of the trag- 
edy. 


Mr. Johnson, whose Initials are A. 


R., has resided In Reno for about two 
years. 
He was first interested in the 


Adelaide mines in Last Chance dis- 
trict. This was a copper proposition 
and has been Idle for some time. 
Later he associated himself with the 


Norcross people and was foreman of 
the property under the shaft contract 
which waa recently completed. 
Mr. 


Johnson has a wife and several chll- ' 
dren residing In Colorado, which state- 
was his place of residence before com- 
ing to Nevada. 


It is not yet definitely known that. 


Mr. Johnson perished in the accident • 
and his many frelnds in Reno hope- 
that he will be taken'alive from the; 
bottom of the shaft.
